Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Westmoreland on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, next at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget as 
submitted by the budget committee under the authority of the 
municipal budget act. (This budget may be considered item by 
item or as a whole but may not be increased more than ten 
percent in any item as a whole). 


4. To hear the reports of agents and auditors and take any 
action thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote for snow removal and sand- 
ing on either Class V or Class VI roads or take any other action 
relating thereto.

$4,005.28. 


Article 7. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum of

Article 15. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $150.00 for the purpose of making a water hole near the town 
dump. 


The town voted its consent for the construc- 
tion of a fire station on the town hall property. 


Article 17. The town voted to accept the sum of $100.00 
from Viola V. Tuttle for perpetual care of the Sumner Hall lot

We of the Fire Company have been allowed to join the 
Southwestern New Hampshire Mutual Aid Association. 
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We are writing this article to explain to you people of 
Westmoreland how Mutual Aid operates. 


Mutual Aid is. set up to make available to all cities and 
towns in the area more equipment such as, pumps, tankers, hose, 
trucks and manpower, without cost to the town. 


In case of a fire and our trucks are called, there is im- 
mediately a truck with six men or more if requested sent to our 
station to be available in case of another fire in town while we 
are busy on the first fire. 


If we need help at any fire the Chief will call the dis- 
patcher at Keene and the help will come from the nearest fire 
station to the fire, for example, if there is a fire in East West- 
moreland the nearest would be the Keene Fire Dept., this would - 
be at no cost to the town. 


The Fire Company will appreciate it very much if you 
people in Westmoreland will cooperate with us to make this 
work. We feel that we can give you much better protection in 
a set up such as Mutual Aid, at a much lower cost to the town 
which should help our taxes and insurance, etc. 


The Mutual Aid Pact does not cover forest fires. 


In ease of fire if an individual feels that his fire is bad 
enough to warrant calling another fire department himself 
after calling the Westmoreland Fire Dept. first, he still has the 
privilege to do so. The town will pay the bill the same as in the 
past. 


We thank you very much for your help in making this 
plan work.

To the inhabitants of the school district of the Town of 
Westmoreland qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
district, on the 8th day of March, 1955, at 8:00 o’clock in the 
evening to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a moderator for the ensuing year. 
2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a member of the school board for the ensuing 
three years.

To determine and appoint the salaries of the school 
board and truant officers, and fix the compensation of any 
other officer or agent of the district.

8. To see what sum of money the district will raise and 
appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school 
district officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the district, and to authorize the application 
against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be 
received from the state equalization fund together with other 
income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the balance 
between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, which 
balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum not to exceed $300.00 for the construction of a fire escape 
in the cellar of the Village School. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not to exceed $750.00 to make the following improvements 
and additions in the Village School cellar: Installation of an 
electric hot water heater, 3 stainless steel sinks, wiring, and a 
floor for the kitchen.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent of 
your schools. 


Three teachers returned to our system this year. Miss 
Eugenia Clonaris was replaced by Mrs. Ruth Lessard, a gradu- 
ate of Keene Teachers’ College, who did her practice teaching 
in the Lincoln Street School in Keene. 


The rearrangement of teaching assignments and pupil 
assignments recommended in last year’s report was accomp- 
lished this year, All first, second and third grade pupils were 
assigned to the East School where one teacher has twenty-one 
pupils in the first grade and another teacher has twenty-seven 
pupils in grades two and three. All fourth, fifth, sixth and 
seventh grade pupils were assigned to the Village Schoo] where 
one teacher has twenty-four pupils in grades four and five and 
the other teacher has twenty-three pupils in grades six and 
seven. 


In order to accomplish the above mentioned changes it was 
necessary to change transportation routes and beginning and 
dismissal times of the school day. These changes made it pos- 
sible to get children home earlier in the afternoon. The in- 
creased cost of transportation was offset by closing the Depot 
school which allowed for savings in maintenance costs. 


All of the pupils in Westmoreland are now housed in 
buildings that have reasonably modern facilities. 


Late last spring the furnace at the South Village School 
developed a condition that required its replacement before the 
opening of school in September. This emergency was taken 
eare of by obtaining authorization by the Westmoreland Mu- 
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nicipal Budget Committee and the State Board of Education to 
use $1,950.00 of the unexpended balance of the school year 1953- 
1954 for the emergency need of a new heating plant. The actual 
cost of the heating plant and its installation was $1,828.00. It 
is a forced hot air system that is providing adequate heat. 


The enrollment this year is identical with what it was last 
year at this date. There is an anticipated increase of six pupils 
for the school year 1955-1956 and the school census indicates 
that there will be approximately fifteen children entering school 
each year until 1959 when twenty-six first graders can be ex- 
pected. If class sizes remain the same, present facilities can 
take care of them. If there is an increase of five in any one 
grade, present facilities will be inadequate. 


Increased enrollment is a national situation, as is the 
shortage of qualified teachers. The best current estimates show 
that it is statistically impossible to get enough qualified teachers 
to staff our schools fully in any one year between now and 1964 
The law of supply and demand is causing a considerable in- 
crease in teacher’s salaries. 


The Westmoreland teachers have met once a month with 
the teachers of Supervisory Union 60 for the purpose of shar- 
ing information, studying ways and means of improving teach- 
ing methods and strengthening the curriculum. This year, par- 
ticular emphasis has been placed on a study of mathematics, 
teaching methods and the teaching of mathematics fundamen- 
tals. In addition to the regular monthly meetings, the West- 
moreland teachers will participate in a Reading Workshop to 
be held in Walpole for three days during the February vacation. 


The committee and personnel who maintain the school 
lunch program are doing a fine job of providing a good noon- 
day meal for the pupils in the Westmoreland schools. Use of the 
town hall for the South Village school lunch program has been 
a great improvement.
